OTTAWA (Special) — In the wake of growing 
concern about drug use in Canada the federal govern¬ 
ment has decided to launch an in-depth inquiry into the 
non-medical use of all types of hallucinogenic drugs, 
ti'anquilizcrs, stimulants and other substances, such as 
' marijuana.

Health Minister John Munro told the Commons 
Thursday that establishment of the inquiry “reflects the 
grave concern felt by the government at the expand¬ 
ing proportions of the use of drugs and related sub¬ 
stances for non-medical purposes."

The NDP leader said the 
fbrests of China were deplet¬ 
ed, and it was up to the pn>- 
vkicial government to se^tbat 
B.C. lumber made Inmdfls in¬ 
to this market at M had al¬ 


ready done in the Japanese 
market. 

Mr. Berger said J. V. Clyne, 
chief executive officer of Mac¬

was a danger that B.C. would 
price itself out of world mar- 
keta, particularly the U.S.

He 
ix a distant relative and polltl- 
.cal protege of Terence O’Neifl, 
who quit as premier Monday 
amid the wreckage of attempts 
to build bridges between Protes¬ 
tants and Roman Catholics. 

The new premier’s first task 
will be to seek to end feuds in¬ 
side his Protestant-dominated 
Unionist party, so as to restore 
awne authority over the wider 
feud in the country at large.

The Unionist party named 
Chichester-Clark by 17 votes to 
16 for Brian Faultoor, the for¬ 
mer deputy prime minister who 
is generally called Northern Ire¬ 
land's ablest politician.

If an individ ual ■ one hesitates to call him a 
Canadian under the present regulations—^who was 
bon^ of Canadian parents outside of Canada now 
applies for a passport he must produce his father's 
birth certificate. If he is unable to do this 
conveniently^-and regardless of the fact that he has 
previourfy bwn issued with a Canadian passport—he 
Is advis^ to apply for a Canadian citizenship 
certificate which, when and If issued him, will create 
him a Canadian dtizen from the date of his application 
and will qualify him for a Canadian passport. 

In other Words, no matter how long he has 
resided in Canada or how long his family have been 
Canadians, he will be<^me a brand new Canadian 
citizen from the date his citizenship certificate is 
Issued by Ottawa. 

A similar situation applies to non-Canadian war- 
brides who married Canadian servicemen during 
either of the last two world wars. TTiese women, many 
of whom are now widows, may not be able to produce 
their husbands* birth certificates or provide ade¬ 
quately detailed proof of their l^igth of r^dence In 
Canada. T^ey, despite the fact they were told they 
were Canadian citizens when they entered Canada, 
now find that as far as the passport officials are 
concerned, they are hot 

Another group <rf wMnen who are affected are tho(^ 
vmo though born in Canada married non-Canadians 
and who are n<w either widowed or divorced. In this 
case passport officials demand complete documentary 
coverage of their departed husbands—the fact that 
the women concerned possess a Canadian birth 
certificate and may never have left Canada in thdr 
Mves seems now to be uidmportant. 

These are examples of but a few of the hardships 
Imposed upwi legitimate residents of this country by 
the new regulations. Seemingly the Trudeau admini¬

city, it is the second five-year 
plan approved by council. 

The first one was passed in 
1964. It conlrcriled capital ex¬ 
penditures until 1968 totalling 
$6,800,000. 

If approved by the taxpay¬ 
ers, the budget will provide fa* 
a total of $11,128,000 capital 
spending between now and 
1973. 

Of that total, $8,588,000 


would have to be borrowed. 
Some $1,513,000 at that is for 
the downtown parking debt, 
which will be recovered from 
operating revenues.

Angry Words Mark Budget Debate 


Heated and angry debate 
marked part of Thursday’s 
special meeting of Victoria city 
council as aldermen <hscussed 
details of the proposed five-year 
capital budget, 

It began suddenly when Aid. 
Clyde Savage demanded to know 
if the allocation of the MePher- 
aon estate money to a new 
swimming pool jeopardized 
plans for the proposed conven¬ 
tion centre. 

"We’ve been told In the past 
that part of the cost of a cm- 
vention centre would be finan¬ 
ced with ^e McPherson estate. 
Now we allocate the money to 
a new swdnHng po<^. 

"I will have to ask citizens to 
vote against the budget if the 
convention centre is jeopardized 
by this action, and I don’t want 
to do that." Aid. Savage said, 
said the il.800,000 listed In the 
budget for new aquatic facilities 
was provisional. It wouldn’t 


show up in the amount to be 
bixTowed since the money was 
already available. 

"It also doesn't mean that we 
spend die entire amount on a 
swimming pool. Whatever la left 
over ean be spent on B<»nethtng 
else," Mr. Young said. 

But AM. Savage wasn’t satis¬ 
fied with diat answer. 

"It we approve the budget and 
submit It to the voters as it is, 

I we’li not be able to borrow any 
I more money for the convention 
I centre because we would be ex¬ 
ceeding the 25-per<ent ceibr^ 
on borrowing." (In the budget, 
Mr. Young said total payments 
on loam to fhmnce capital ex¬ 
penditures dhould not eioeeed 25 
per cent of the ^neral tax levy 
In any given year.) 

"If the passing of this budget 
meant the end of the convention 
centre. I would be absolutely op¬ 
posed to it.

Madame de Gaulle founded 
the Anne de GauUe foundation 
tor mentally retarded girls In 
her memory and both she and 
her husband often visited the 
home i n the picturesque 
Chevreuse Valley. When fundi 
ran low she persuaded de 
Gaulle to publish his memoirs 
to save It. 

The years in the Elysee 
were probably the most diffi¬ 
cult in Madame de Gaulle’s 
life, including her harrowing

OTTAWA (CP) There 
were more births in Canada 
during the first quarter of the 
year than in the same period 
of 1968, w4nie marriages and 
deaths declined. Dcxninicn 
Bureau of Sliatistice reported 
Thursday. 

The 29,990 births in March 
raised the tota(' for the tllrst 
three motwhs to 90.190, which 
is 2.6 per cent higher than the 
first quarter of 1968 but 3.9 
per cent below the three-year 
average pace from 1966 to 1968. 
A total 7,732 couples had 
March weddings, bringing the 
flrs«-<|uartier total to 26.307, 
tkwTi 1.9 per cent from last 
year but 9.6 per cent ahead of 
the average during the 
previous three years. 

Deaths numbered 12,694 to 
March and 40,910 to the 
quarter, dwm 2.8 per oent 
from the 1968 quarter and up 
by three per cent from tiw 
three-year rate.

Labor Raps Wage Plan 


VANCOUVER (CP) — 
Union officials said Wednes¬ 
day Attorney-General Leslie 
Peterson's proposals for a 
piece-work system in industry 
with wages tied to produc¬ 
tivity would cause more 
trouble and inequality thtm 
present systems. 

Jack Moore, regional presi¬ 
dent o f the International 
Woodworkers o f America , 
said he agreed with the idea 
of higher wages resulting 
from greater productivity but 
not through a piece-work 
system. 


Paddy Neale, secretary of 
the Vancouver and District 
Labor Council, said: "We 
don’t like piece work ... It’s 
bad for two reasons: 

"The employer, through his 
supervisory staff, is always 
pushing, pushing, pushing for 
higher production and this is 
hard ot the worker. 

"This sets up competition 
between the employees and 
sows dissension among them. 
We have found some spon¬ 
taneous work stoppages re¬ 
sulting from this type of 
emotional problem." 


Mr. Peterson made his 
suggestions in a speech Tues¬ 
day to the Industrial Relations 
Management Association of 
British Columbia. 

George Johnston, second 
vice-president of toe B.C. 
Federation of Labor, said a 
fair wage-productivity agree- 
mimt would be difficult to 
work out. 

He said that unless the 
worker has some part in 
making decision that affect 
productivity, hq is at the will 
of the employer and "there is 
nothing he can do to ensure 
being compensated.”

An NDP gov^Timent would 
co-operate with the B.C. lum¬ 
ber Industry lo advance Ote 
sale ol lumber produced in 
this province to maiTtland 
China, Oppositkm Leader ToiYI 
Berger said "niursday.
